GEOLOGY AND PHILOLOGY. 


A singular charm pervades everything 
pertaining to the remote past. Since the 
wonderful discovery of the antiquity of 
the earth,a new spirit of antiquarian re- 
search has entered into the inquiring intel- 
lects of the world. No longer entirely ab- 
sorbed in investigating and discussing the 
armor, the apparel, the implements, the 
books, the works of art of our ancestors, 
those imbued with this spirit, inquire into 
no less a mystery than the growth of the 
earth and of continents, and the first origin 
of life, no Jonger antiquarians but geolo- 
gists. And asthe time involved in geo- 
logic inquiries is so nearly infinite, and the 
space so vast, as its problems are sublime, 
and the solutions difficult, in the same pro- 
portion is the fascination of its sway over 
ites votaries. It gives full scope to the love 
of the old; it stimulates the perception of 
the sublime; it fosters that desire felt by 
80 many minds for concrete knowledge, in 
dislike of all that is abstract or metaphyei- 
cal; and it opens to the mind new and sur- 
prising views of the power and wisdom of 
God in his material creation. . 

It is remarkable that philology is, like 
geology, oné of the youngest of sciences ; 
as that has for its subject-matter the history 
of the earth, this has human speech and 
human nature in antiquity. And as geol- 
ogy from isolated phenomena constructs a 
consistent theory of the creation, and ar- 
rives at the most certain conclusions in the 
most important matters, from the coinci- 
dence of a multitude of premises in them- 
selves trifling, so philology, from fragments 
of speech, from dry roots of words, can 
elaborate theories of the existence, dura- 
tion and migrations of nations and races, 
and from premises apparently the most 
trivial, arrive at certainty in the most im- 
portant and interesting questions concern- 
ing the remote past. 

With the foundations of the former sci- 
ence once settled, and its general deduc- 
tions well known, we are told that a single 
boulder or a minute fossil may establish 
such a connection between facts, or supply 
a link in a chein of induction as to draw 
after it the most important conclusions, and 
convey an amount of knowledge out of all 
proportion to its source. And in the latter 
science it may be learned from its profess- 
ors that a single word uncousciously used 
by some ancient writer, or inscribed upon 
some monument, may tell tales of the ori- 
gin of races, tales of conquests, dynasties 
and goverrments which require volumes 
for their statement and discussion. Witness 

several confirmations of holy writ derived | 
from mere hints found in the inscriptions of 
Egypt.

old are not equally attractive and fascinat- 
ing? Why is not the antiquity of man es 
interesting as the antiquity of matter and 
of extinct life? Why are not, men, as 
strongly or as npmerously attracted to the 
study of language, of words and of buman 
nature as to that of rocks and fossils, of the 
crust of the earth? It may be because the 
philologer must pursue knowledge among 
musty books, in silent libraries, at hig labo- 
rious desk, while the geologist finds the ob- 
‘jects of his study in the free air, among all 
the delights of nature; but in truth both 
must study and both travel, both must burn 
the midnight oil and endure the midday sun 
if they would succeed. There may be a 
prejudice against the science of language, 
becausé it comes wrapped up in dead lan- 
guages; it may be that geology yields more 
certain or speedy pectniary returns ; but 
whatever may be the reason we are inclined 
to think that the “stony science” is in some- 
what too high comparative estimation. 

Far be it from us to decry geology; it is 
indeed a noble science, full of usefalness, 
interest and mental discipline; it brings 
the mind in contact with wonderfal exhibi- 


gives it new conceptions of the power and 
eternity of God, and if pursued in the right 
spirit, exerts. beneficial moral and religious 
inflaences. _We admit, nay claim for it a 
high place among necessary branches of 
knowledge; no education can be called lib- 
eral without more than a smattering of it ; 
no institution of learning is worthy the 
name which does not give to all its sons, in- 
struction in it, and imbue some, at least, 
with love for it. 

But. if the world of man is nobler than 
the world of matter, if the world of mind 
is nobler than the world of mere life, then 
human speech, wonderful vehicle of thought, 
at once the proof and instrument of intel- 
lect, is a subject full of higher attractions 
and deeper interest. And whence come 
the chief attractions of the old in nature? 
Chiefly from the fact that we find the works 
of infinite intelligence as well as power; 
that there we find the first beginnings of 
life and its most varied forms; that there 
we learn the recency and weakness of man 
as an animal, and that his chief importance 
is from the mind. We there behold the 
spectacle of a world teeming with animal 
life for uncounted ages, yet manifesting no 
intellect but one ruling, designing, divine. 

Turn now to thé world of man and. of 
mind; all that preceded becomes at once 
subordinate; intellect, passion, spirit, form 
the busy scene. The moral government 
of the great ‘Roleris added to his natural 
one; the great plans of his providence and 
grace become manifest; the ambition, the 
pride and the cruelty, as well as the benev- 
olence and righteousness of man are seen 
to work out his purposes, the true ends of 
the material creation. J. E.

Because we hear the tramp of thousands 
of our returning soldiers, we have almost 
forgotten the thousands yet upon the field, 
and the many sick, suffering and dying in 
our hospitals. 

It is said that the Government now pro- 
vides all necesssary sanitary supplies, and 
we need not trouble ourselves further about 
the welfare of our soldiers. 

But those who have had an experience 
among the sick in the army, know well that 


seem to the inexperienced ample provision 
for them, there is much which is absolutely 
nécessary for their comfort that it does not 
provide. 

So long as we have ‘hospitals filled with 
soldiers, so long do they demand our sym- 
pathy and material aid. 

Our men in the field, as well, are demand- 
ing our attention, and calling from Tennes- 
see, Texas, Arkansas and the plains for 
reading matter. | 

During the next six months, they will be 
comparitively inactive, and must have some- 
thing to interest or occupy their leisure 
hours, or suffer much from want of it. 

An opportunity thus opens for a great 
work of good among them. 

They are calling for earnest Christian la- 
borers to go among them, and care as well 
for the spiritual as the temporal welfare. 

To meet this demand we earnestly appeal 
to all friends of the Commission for money 
and stores to carry on our work. 

We want first-class Christian men to en- 
ter this golden barvest—to spend three 
months in the work in Texas. If time will 
not permit going so far South, then at Little 
Rock, for a term of two montbs. 

The Territorial Department, where there 
ate over thirty thousand troops, opens up a 
great work for the Commission, and for this 
Department we want delegates for a term 
of three months, to sustain the work already

The only testimony given was by three col- 
ored witnesses, ‘Tbe prisoner’s counsel ob- 
jected to its admission on the ground that, 
by the laws of North Carolina, it was io- 
competent, but he found our country now 
knows no such laws. Formerly this case 
could not have been brought to trial, as’ 
blacks were the only witnesses of the crime, 
and by law their testimony was worthless. 
This was one of the ways in which the bru- 
tal slave owner could maltreat or kill his 
slaves, and never be brought to punish- 
ment! But those'days are over, and Miss 
Neely is now awaiting her sentence upon 
the statements of those once her slaves, | 
and whom once she had to all intents and, 
purposes, a legal right to kill.

“We give in our this week's issue the 
"Minutes of the General Association. We 
vahall-publish the jeading Reports adopted | 
by the body as soon as our space will per- 
mit. We shall hope also to print full sum- 
aries of the recent meetings of the Synods 
-of the Pacific and of Alta California. 

The General Association was better at- 
tended by Ministers and Delegates than 
ever before, we think. Twenty-three min- 
isters and twenty-two delegates were pres- 
ent during the Sessions. We doubt whether 
any other religious body on this coust ever 
contained an equal proportion of the Lay 
element. A Layman was Moderator. And 
yet if the churches had all been represented 
we should have had sixty-four Laymen pres- 
ent. The increasing prominence of Laymen 
in our Ecclesiastical assemblies is a hopeful 
feature. Let our Laymen more and more 
feel that they are the church, and the re- 
sponsibility for extending the Redeemer’s 
kingdom is theirs. 

_ We have to regret that 'we bave not got 
our machinery so well adjusted as to econo- 
mize all the time of the Session. It is also 
to be regretted that the pre-arrangement is 
not yet perfect enough to give notice 3 of dis- 
cussions on subjects of. practical and gen- 
eral interest, so as to invite the attendance 
of the Christian people of the place in 
which the meeting is held. That result 
must. be reached. We should be glad if the 
wives of ministers and delegates could at- 
tend with their husbands. The question 
how to interest the Christian men and wo- 
men of California in our Ecclesiastical gath- 
erings is one of great importance. We 
hope the Provisional Committ:e for the 
next meeting at Sacramento will give spe- 
cial attention to this point. 

The tone of the brethren was earnest and 
hopeful. The accessions to membership 
raise our numbers~to twelve hundred and 
fifty. Eight new churches were reported. 
The topics of Sabbath Observance, Tem- 
perance and Theological Education, excited 
the most discussion, as they certainly are of 
greatest urgency. 

Mr. Beckwith’s sermon was eloquent and | 
timely, and was heard by a good congrega- 


tion. The Home Missionary Agent is de- | 


termined to have a better 
cause next year. 

The Devotional Services were full of 
tender and earnest Christian feeling. The 
old spirit of fraternal union, which has 
never yet been broken for these thirteen 
years—since the “ Congregational Associa- 
tion ” first met at Marysville—showed itself 
still warm and strong. The presence of 
five new ministers reinforcing the Congre- 
gational churches of the State was encour- 
aging. Last not least, the tidings that the 
good old Paciric had got through the year 
without a debt and with generous balances 
in ber favor, called forth congratulation and 
thankegiving. So year by year, though 
California has her depressions, the General 
Association of California lin grows in 
favor with God and men.

The 
General speaks tersely though not easily or 
fluently. 
tened patiently for the most part for two 
hors last evening, and often cheered him, 


the rights of the Freedman. He thinks 
that the Bureau was established to fulfill 
the pledge of President Lincoln and the 
Government, made in the Proclamation of 
Emancipation, and that its work is tempo- 
rary. So soon as any State will give credi- 

ble promises and evidence that it will carry 
out the “ Proclamation” the Bureau will 
relinquish the work in that State to its own 
constituted authorities. 

_ Gen. Howard lays down the simple, def- 
inite platform. of justice to those who bave 
been enslaved. He does not ask for them, | 
neither do they ask charity for themselves. 
They have worked, toiled all their lives, | 
unpaid, and have supported their masters 
and themselves.. They can, of course, now 
support themselves by work, and they are 

willing to work if assured of their pay. 

They distrust the planters, and will not work 
for them without some assurances. The 
General found the contract system a facile 
method of solving the labor problem, and 
accordingly he required written contracts to 
be made with the negroes. Then he made 
both parties fulfill the stipulations. He 
holds that the negro must keep his promise 
to the white man and vice versa. 

There will be some suffering during the 
transition period from slavery to freedom, 
but it will arise from the previous evils of 
slavery, and not from the fact of freedom. It 
flows from that corrupt fountain, as turbid 
streams from an impure and disturbed pool. 
Freedom will soon purge away the evils of 
slavery. 

One of the most promising ‘and. most 
needed aids in this work is the Christian 
education of the Freedmen. Teach them 
to read and write, make them intelligent la- 
borers and they will soon put themselves 
beyond the reach of old despotic masters, 
and political expedients, and make them- 
selves felt in all the departments of indus- 
try, and also become a self-reliant part of 
the body politic. We must look at the facts 
and deal with the facts. 

The poor, decrepid and wounded and sick 
need rations and hospitals, and we must 
provide them. Jt is the work of voluntary 
societies to alleviate present sufferings in 
part, but especially to send and support 
teachers, and establish schools for the freed- 
men. This isa great field of usefulness- 
This will help in the great question of res- 
toration. The Freedman’s Bureau will en- 
Courage these voluntary efforts to the utmost 
extent within its power. Gen. Howard's 
remarks made the impression that he is an 
honest Christian man, who aims to follow 
the indications of Providence.

Seconp Cuurcu or Troy, N. Y.— 
Perhaps few churches in the Presbyterian 


connection have during the last three years 
passed through so varied an experience as 
bas the Second Church (widely known as 
the Sixth Street Chureb) of Troy. A little 
over three yéars ago, in the great fire in 
this city, which swept over seventy acres 
and consumed seven hundred houses, the 
church edifice in which this people had long 
worshipped was burned. 

On the evening of March 30th, 1865, the 
new building was dedicated to the worsbip 
of ‘Almighty God. It is 74 feet in width 
by 122 in length, with a spire 202 feet in 
height. The extreme dimensions of the audi- 
ence room within walls, is 70 by 103 feet, 
and the seating capacity by measyremeut, 
1,400 (‘here have been, however, 2,500 in 
the building at once). It is by far the larg- 
est cnurch edifice in the city, and is pro- 
nounced bp the best judges to be a “ model 
building.” It was an interesting and pro- 
fitable occasion. Twenty-five new member- 
were added to the church. 

With the opening of the new chureh the 
congregation has increased very largely, the 
pews in the body of the church, numbering 
160, having been rented, many of them 
two ‘families, and also more than half of the 


gallery pews.

News by Te Telegraph. 

Since our last issue the telegraph line bas 
been working steadily. The substance of 
the news received is as follows: 

From Florida we have received favora- 
ble’ hews concerning the progress beiog 
made in that State towards reorganizatio”- 
Several parties of persons who aided tbe 
rebels in the late war, have been on the 
poist of starting colonies for Brazil, bu! 
having beet informed that they will not be 
punished for their treason, they have aban- 
doned theit’ séhéines. Great ignorance 
said to prevail among the poorer classes i 
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the southern part of the State, eo much s0, 
that they believe even now that Kirby 
Smith, at the head of a conquering force, 
“$s coming to their relief against the detested 
Yankees. Col. A. H. Markland has been 
appointed Postal Agent for this State, and 
caer" Washington for that purpose this 
week. ...Brevet Brigadier General J. C. 
W. Lackey, Sutler, both of our 
army, have been caught in an attempt to 
rob the Quartermaster at Lynchburg, .Va., 
of .$120,000 in greenbacks and $15,000 in 
gold and bullion. Both are under arrest. 
. . Treaties with the Indians are still pro- 
gressing in a most favorable manner. By 
a despatch dated St. Louis, Oct. 2d, we learn 
that.a most important treaty has just been 
concluded with the Osage Indians. By this 
treaty they cede to the United States about 
a million acres of land in Kansas, while in 
return the Government pays them $300,- 
000... .The reconstruction plan progresses 
well in South Carolina. The election for 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor is to 
take place in the present month, Col. Jos. 
L. Orr having accepted the nomination as 
candidate for the former office. . . .Jeff. Da- 
vis has been removed from Fortress Mon- 
roe to Carroll Hall, where quarters have 
been assigned him....A despatch dated 
Atchison, Kansas, Oct. 2, says that Holla- 
day’s Overland Mail route is now free of 
Indians, and the stages are arriving on fast 
time, being six days from Colorado, eleven 
from Utah, thirteen from Nevada, fifteen 
from Idaho and Montana, and eighteen from 
Califorsia....An item concerning Gen. 
Grant and the Monroe Doctrine is now at- 
tracting some attention. He is said to have 
declared that “ the Government would vin- 
dicate the Monroe Doctrine at an early day, 
and that Maximilian must leave Mexico.” 
It will, he says, be less expensive to rid 
Mexico of the presence of the enemy than 
guard our borders against them. It is his 
opinion it will require nqcall for troops, but 
the present army can spare enough to give 
efficiency to the forces necessary for Mexi-

viz., Joseph Cashman, Olympia, Washing- 
ton Territory; Henry Warren, Oregon 
City, Oregon. The last named is designa- 
ted as a United States Depository....

bonded warehouse, containing 4,000 bar- 
rels of coal oil, was totally destroyed ; loss, 
$66,000....Another large lot of coal oil 
was totally destroyed by the tanks of the 
largest flowing well in Pit Hole, (Pa.) 
catching fire; loss, $150,000... .The rebel 
ram Stonewall, now at Havana, has been 
ordered to be brought to one of our own 
navy-yards....There is nothing important 
concerning affairs in Mexico; The Impe- 
rialists are uniformly successful -in all their 
manouvres. Latest despatches tell us that 
the Indians have joined with them against 
Juarez, and are doing the best kind of ser- 
vice. At the present time Juarez whole 
force throughout the country, is estimated 
at only seven thousand five hundred.... 
The Fenian excitement is still claiming a 
good share of public attention. Two steam- 
ers are reported tu have left New York, 
October 2d, taking with them one million 
dollars in bonds, for the use of the young 
Irish Republic.

CUT-WORM. 
In cool, wet seasons the dep- 


redations of the cut-worm are often serious 
to the corn crop particularly. As the pres- 
ent season promises to be such a one, we 
here republish a remedy tried by the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture when on his farm 
near Philadelphia. 

The cut-worms were destroying his corn, 
and an examination disclosed that there 
of them to make it useless to 
replant. Gathering several worms, he put 
them separately in small vessels and eprin- 
kled various things over them, none of which 
disturbed them but salt, and this proved 
instantly fatal. Fearful of injuring the 
corn if much of it was applied to the plant, 
he tedk a bushel of ‘finely ground salt and 
mixéd i¢ with ‘four bush els of plaster. They 
were thoroughly mixed by sifting them 
through a common seive, and then applied 
around and over each bill of corn by the 
hand. The corn was then just shooting 

pair the ground, but the leaf had not un- 

A row was left without tbis appli- 

cation to test the experiment. The result 

was that not a hill was touched by the 

wotms except this row, and it was entirely 
destroyed. 

‘The efficacy of salt in these remedies is 
not in so filling the sap of the plants that it 
is fatal to the insects living upon it, as Mr. 
Laughton supposes. So great a change in 
thé condition of the sap would be fatal 
to the plant in all probability. But it 
is the effect of the salt on the skin of the 
worms, and the distaste they would have 
for any melted portions of it on the outside 
of the plants they live on. The mixing of 
the salt with plaster was for the purpose of 
diffusing it more completely; and as the 
plaster attracts and retains moisture, it 
would longer preserve the salt than any 
other substance. But where it cannot be 
had, others, as finely pulverized charcoal, 
could be. pees | in its stead. 


‘SELECTING cows.

New York, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, etc., which could have 
been started horizontally into the hill-side,. 
and reached water within but little greater 
distance horizontally, than was dog down 
into the earth perpendicularily to find it. A 
horizontal well bas the following advan- 
tages: It can be dug at any time or sea- 
son; the earth can all be taken out in a bar- 
row, however far horizontally the “ level ” 
is driven ; a great saving of labor and time ; 
by keeping a gentle ascent from the open- 
‘ing, the water will draw itiself, running out 
as from a natural spring; they are more 
easily stoned, less dangerous, and can be 
deepened at anytime. The question which 
first suggests itself is: where can such a 
well be dug?—-We answer: anywhere, at 
the foot of a hill of forty or more feet in 
hight, or on the side of a hill. In sinking 
shafts in mining, or digging railroad tun- 
nels, water is very readily and almost uni- 
formly found, digging horizontally, and of-. 
ten in great abundance—the horizontal shaft 
cutting off more of the veins of water per- 
colating through the earth, than a perpendi- 
cular one would.” It is a matter of com- 
mon experience where extensive draining | 
operations are carried 
springs are cut so that water flows perpetu- 


-ally from the drain. When no such per- 


manent sources of water are encountered,
